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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 26, 27, 102, 103, 105-107 and 116, are pending in the instant Application, 
and are the subject of the Office Action below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 26 and 27, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite for reciting the phrase "at least one of said substituent of the formula 
YXR" in the fourteenth line of the claim because there is no antecedent basis due to Applicants 
amendment. Applicants can overcome this rejection by deleting the phrase "at least one of said 
substituent of the formula". 

Claims 26 and 27 are indefinite for reciting the phrase "the N-substituted aminohexose 
residue bears at least one substituent" because it is not clear how this phrase further limits 
claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The rejection of claims 102, 103, 105-107 and 116, under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement, is maintained. The claims contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
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convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The rejection of claims 102, 103, 105-107 and 116 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
is maintained, because the specification, while being enabling for the core as described in claim 
1, does not reasonably provide enablement for the full breadth set forth in claim 102. 

Applicants describe their invention on page 4 of the Reply, and indicate that each of the 
claims has support through the disclosure. Applicants provide a structure of a compound and 
appear to assert that the claims of 1 and 102 are encompassed within the structure of this core. 

While the Examiner agrees that the Applicants have sufficient support that describes and 
enables the invention of claim 1, claim 102 is not fully described or enabled. Specifically, the 
claim reads on compounds where the disaccharide is attached to a residue other than A4 (i.e., 
outside of the scope of the compound Applicants have provided). Claim 1 clearly defines that 
the disaccharide is bound through A4. Therefore, for the reasons explained in detail in the 
rejection in Office Action mailed on December 31, 2007, the rejection is maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 - Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 1, 5, 6, 26, 27, 102, 103, 105-107 and 116, under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Ge et a!., J. Am. Chem. Soc. 120:11014-11015 (1998), is 
withdrawn for the reasons provided by Applicants.

Claim 1 is free of the prior art. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
